1. AS OF 1530 LOCAL, FONOFF REPORTS THAT SITUATION IS AT 
STANDSTILL. UNSPECIFIED TECHNICAL PROBLEMS ARE DELAYING TRANSFER 
OF TERRORISTS FROM FERRY TO JAL PLANE IN SINGAPORE. MAJOR 
PROBLEM, HOWEVER, IS FACT THAT NO COUNTRY WILL ACCEPT FLIGHT 
WITH TERRORISTS ABOARD. FONOFF SAYS THAT KUWAITI GOVERNMENT HAS 
MOST EMPHATICALLY REFUSED TO ALLOW PLANE TO LAND. GOJ IS NOW 
CAUGHT BETWEEN THIS REFUSAL AND DEMAND OF TERRORISTS WHO ARE 
HOLDING JAPANESE EMBASSY THAT PLANE TRANSPORT TERRORISTS IN 
SINGAPORE TO KUWAIT. FONOFF CONFIRMS PRESS REPORTS THAT GOJ IS 
SERIOUSLY CONSIDERING QTE FLIGHT WITHOUT DESTINATION UNQTE WITH 
HOPES THAT ONCE FLIGHT IS AIRBORNE, SOME ARAB GOVERNMENT WILL 
AGREE TO ACCEPT PLANE. 

2. FONOFF SAYS THAT IT WOULD GREATLY APPRECIATE ANY 
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INFORMATION THAT EMBASSY KUWAIT HAS ON CURRENT SITUATION. 
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3. COMMENT: WE HOPE EMBASSY KUWAIT CAN OBLIGE GOI REQUEST 
FOR CONTINUING INFORMATION ON SITUATION THERE, ESPECIALLY 
VIEWS OF GOK.
